Know ye not, that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized 
into his death.

SECTION XI. 


4 PRIDE. 


Prive seems to be the most prevailing 
sin among all the religious denomina- 
tions, and perhaps is manifested in a 
greater variety of forms than any other 
species of iniquity. And is tolerated 
more by the christian profession, in the 
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| form of extravagance in fine dress and 


fashionable apparel, than in anything 
else. This popular style of iniquity is 
overlooked by the great masses of man- 
kind. and yet it stande among that list 
of crimes that is the most henious in the 
sight of heaven, and as a leading princi- 
ple forms the great step stone to higher 
crimes, and like the intoxication from 
intemperance, pride deludes the mind 
with all the vain allurements of gaudy 
show, though the facinating charms of 
pride may please its victim, yet it is an 
index to the corruptions of the heart, for 
it betrays a character of either stupidity 
or insincerity, in eve human subject of 
its follies, whether priest or people, and 
is often found to be inseparably connect- 
ed with every other vice. Pride is the 
most woful device of the devil, that has 
ever befallen mankind, because of its 
great prevalence and subtle influence of 


power over the human race, which has 


not only proved to be the ruin of families 
and churches, but has also been the 
downfall of nations, and will prove the 
ruin of any people that persist in it. 

Pride with its consequent evils in 
the wearing of fine and costly apparel is 
denounced asa wicked and sinful ex- 
travagance, in the strongest possible 
terms, which is given in the language of 
inspiration, as follows: 

For there is one Ged, and one medi- 
ator between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus, who gave himself a ransom 
for all, to be testifiedinduetime. Where- 
unto | am ordained a preacher, and an 
apostle, I speak the truth in Christ, and 
lie not, a teacher of the Gentiles in faith, 
and verity, Iwill therefore, that men 
prey everywhere, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. In like 
manner also., that women adorn them 
selves in modest apparel, with shame- 
facedness and sobriety ; not with braided 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly array, 
but which becometh women professing 
godliness with good works.“ Ist Tim. 
2: 5 to 10. . 

„For even hereunto were ye called: 
because Christ also suffered for us, leav- 
ing us, an example, that ye should fol- 
low bis steps; who did no sin, neither 
was guile found in his mouth ; who, when 
he was reviled, reviled not again; when 
he suffered, he threatened not, but com- 
mitted himself to him that judgeth right- 
eously: who his $wn self bear our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that we, be- 
ing dead to sins, should live unto right- 
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cousness; by whose stripes ye were 
healed, for ye were as sheep going 
astray, but are now returned unto the 
shepherd and Bishop of your souls. 

Likewise, ye wives, be in subjection to 
your own husbands; thatif any obey 
not the word, they also may without the 
word, be won by the conversation of the 
wives; while they behold your chaste 
conversation, coupled with fear, whose 
adorning, let it not be that outward 
adorning of — the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of ap- 
parel. But let it be the hidden man of 
the heart, in that which is not corrupti- 
ble, even the ornpment of a meek and 
quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God 
of great price, For after this manner, 
in the time, the holy women also, 
who trusted in God, adorned themselves, 
being in subjection to their own hus- 
bands, even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, 
calling him lord; whose daughters ye are 
as long as ye do well.“ Ist Peter, 2: 21 
to 25; also 3: 1 to 6. 

The feregoing precepts were given to 
the church of Christ, as the law of God, 
showing that plainness and simplicity of 
style in dress that would be truly pleas- 
ing in his sight, which is equally enjoined 
upon every member as an incumbent 
duty, how can it be mistreated with im- 
punity ? How can it fail to inour the dis- 
pleasure of the creator with his just pun- 
ishment’?

All pride is sin, as also every trans- 


gression of the law is sin, and it is an 
evident fact, that those who lift them- 
selves up to the wearing of fine. apparel, 
are transgressors of the law, pertaining 
to the style of dress, which was given to 
the saints, by both Peter and Paul, asa 
true pattern for every humble follower 
ef Jesus Christ. And as pride is thelead- 
ing passion - in every such violation of 
this law; therefore, every transgressor 
of this law is doubly guilty as an offender 
against the laws of God. Tue Book of 
Mormon is also very instructive on this 
subject, as will be seen in the following 
passages. And they did impart of their 
substance every man according to that 
which he had, to the poor, and the needy, 
and the sick, and the afflicted ; and they 
did not WEAR COSTLY APPAREL, yet they 
were MEAT AND COMELY, and thus they 
did establish the affairs of the church.” 
For those who did not belong to their 
church, did indulge themselves in soroe- 
ries, and in idolatry or idleness, and in 
babling, and in envyings and strife; 
WEARING COSTLY APPARBL, being lifted 
up in the pride of their own eyes. Alma 
lst ch. 6th par. 

„And it came to pass in the eighth 
year of the reign, of the Judges, that the 
people of the church began to wax proud. 
because of their exceeding riches, and 
their fine silks, and their fine twined 
linen, and because of their many flocks 
and herds, and their gold, and their sil- 
ver, and all manner of precious things, 
which they had obtained by their indus- 
try; and in all these things were they 
lifted up in the paipg Ox THEIR EYES, for 
they began to WEAR VERY COSTLY APPA- 
REL. Now this was the cause of much 
affliction to Alma, yea, and to many of 
the people whom Alma had consecrated 
to be teachers, and priests, and elders 
over the church ; yea, many of them were 
sorely grieved for the wickedness which 
they saw had begun to be among their 
people. Alma, 2d ch. 8 par. 

The following quotation, from the Book 
of Mormon, although it transpired 
among the Nephites, above 1900 years 
ago, yet it is a fair representation of the 
present times. Behold! O God, they 
cry unto thee, and yet thelr hearts are 
swallowed up in their pride.

Behold, and re- 
member, the Holy One hath spoken it. 
And now my beloved brethren, I say 
unto you, can ye withstand these say- 
ings? Yea, can ye lay aside these things, 
and trample the Holy One under your 
feet: yea, can ye be puffed up in the 
pride of your hearts; yea, WILL YE STILL 
PERSIST IN THE WEARING OF COSTLY AP- 
PARBL, and setting your hearts upon the 
vain things of the world, upon your 
riches: yea, will ye persist in supposing 
that ye are better one than another ; yea, 
will ye persist in the persecution of your 
brethren, who humble themselves, and 
do walk after the holy order of God, 
wherewith they have been brought into 
his church, having been sanctified by the 
Holy Spirit, and they do bring forth 
works which are meet for repentance ; 
yea, and will — persist in turning your 
backs upon the poor, and the needy, 
and in withholding your substance from 
them? And finally, all ye that will per- 
sist in your wickedness, I say unto you 
that these are they who shall be hewn 
down and cast into the fire. except they 
speedily repent.“ Alma, 3 ch. par. 7. 

The following prophecy given above 
1400 years ago. by Moroni, the last of 
the Nephite prophets, showing the excess 
of —— extravagance that the sec- 
tarian churches would fall into after the 
comffig forth of the Book of Mormon, as 
follows: 

„% Behold, the Lord hath shewn unto 
me great and marvelous things concern- 
ing that which must shortly come at that 
day when these things (in the Book of 
Mormon ) shall come forth among you 
gentiles. Behold I speak unto you as if 
ye were present, and yeare not. Bat 
behold, Jesus Christ hath shewn you 
unto me, and I know your doing; and 
I know that ye do walk in the pride 
of your hearts; and there are none, 
save a few only, who do not lift them- 
selves up in the pride of their hearts, 


iquities; and your churches, yea, even 
every one, have become polluted, because 
of the pair oF your HEARTS. For be- 
hold, ye do love money, and your sub- 
stances, agd your fine apparel, and the 
adorning of your churches, more than ye 
love the poor and the needy, the sick and 
the afflicted.

The foregoing quotations, from the 
Book of Mormon, on the subject of pride 
are in ect harmony with the teach- 
ing of the Bible, which should serve as 
an efficient and solemn warning to the 
Latter day saints to teach them forever 
to avoid all such like appearances of evil, 
as also intemperance in every form. 
And strictly endeavor to keep themselves 
wholly free from all the extravagances 
and follies in this proud and gay world, 
with which the sectarian denominations 
have gorged themselves full to the brim, 
and running over. They have not only 
been allured into the fashions and follies 
of an proud and sinful world, but they 
have gone far beyond and become the 
principal leaders in many of the gay 
fashions of high life, which is in the ex- 
act fulfillment of that which the Book 
of Mormon has said they would do, in 
the lifting of themselves up to the wear- 
ing of fine and costly apparel, and the 
adorning of their churches, which things 
they appear to apprize of greater worth, 
than the plain and simple principles of 
the gospel, which together with the poor 
and the needy they seem to pass them 
all by as not worthy of notice. Such ap- 
pears to be the common practice, with a 
few honorable exceptions, and many of

Therefore, pride is a destroyer, 
and though pride is so prevalent among 
all classes both rich and poor, yet there 
can scarcely be found those who can per- 
ceive themselves to be under the baneful 
influence of pride, they are so infatuated 
with the love of ‘the fine things of this 
world, that they ¢an see nothing but 


what they call deeency in all their ex- 


travaganoces, and are just as drunken 
and stupidly blind to the TRUK SPIRIT OF 
rut or CuRisT, as the inebriate 
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drinker of rum is blind toa higher sense 
otf moral duty, and when advisedly re- 
proved on the subject of pride, instead 
of manifesting that faithful spirit of 
meekness and repentance, they often ex- 
hibit as obstinate a spirit in their wilful 
persistence as though they bad a license 
for indulgenve im all the follies and fash- 
ions of a guy and sinful lite, with that 
self justifying demeanor and boastful 
saying, that such are the majorities of 
the professed Christian world; thereby 
out of their own mouths they are con- 
victed; for the word of the Lord says: 
‘¢*The lust of the flesh, and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of 
Ist 
John, 2: 16. Notwithstanding pride is 
universally condemned by the scriptures, 
yet it rages throughout the land like a 
pestilence, and perhaps is its forerunner. 
„Pride goeth before destruction, and a 
haughty spirit before à fall. Prov. 16: 
18. For every one that is proud in 


heart isan abomination to the Lord.”’ 


Prov. 16: 5.
